1 sidents were isolated with 
I llmonella. 1 am the imuse* 
leper. not on the nursing 
aff, so was nr»t reciuired to 
< me in contact with these 
1 Dieted residents. 

All employees had sUxtl 
I lecimens examined. Mine 
\ as negative, but later I l>e- 
i ime ill, and ani»ther speui- 
I len was positive. 

>1 am required tn stay home, 
I ^ve a stwcimen examined 
rice a week, and will be in- 
Armed when I may return to 
wrk. All my questions have 
Aen evaded, but I am told no 
^edlcine is Iwst. 

SExaetly what is salmonella? 
mce 1 must stfy at home, 


will I endanger my family? 
What can I do to hasten re- 
csovery? — W.M. 

"Salmonella" Is a rod¬ 
shaped germ, or bacterium, 
that causes Intestinal upsets 
There are, actually, several 
hundred voi'leties of this 
germ. Typhoid is one form, 
the most serious, and it of 
cfiurse requires specific treat¬ 
ment. 

The rest can be lumped into 
forms causing "food ituison- 
tng" with nausea, vomiting, 
diarrhea and fever. It is pos¬ 
sible tn beoome infected but 
not Immediately sick, which 
diaibtlesi explains the delay 
In your case. 

The infection Is spread by 
food (or, of oourae, utensils in 
wiUoh food Is prepared nr 
■ervad) with poultry {xxiducta 
and prepared foods' being 
most comnaxily Involved. 

U Isn't always easy to trace 
the exact source of an out¬ 


break in your case, the 
germ evidently got into some 
f(Mxl, whether from a iwraun 
inside the nursing home or 
some food handler outside. 
But it g<»t there, and the home 
is doing the right thing by 
isolating, or sending home, 
anyone carrying ttie germ 
(the purpfwe of the stool test 
is to find out who ist. 

Drug treatment ordinarily 
does no good, may even do 
more harm than good The 
germ disappears suddenly 
without medication, but you 
should stay at home until (hat 
hapiwni. This is determined 
by (tbiainii^ negative stool 
examinations. 

To protect your family In 
the intenm, avoid intimate 
contact; scru|iul(His cleanli¬ 
ness on vour itaii is necessar- 
y. ai)d all cooking utensils and 
dishes must be thoroughly 
washed. That's all you can or 
need do. You can't hasten re¬ 
covery Nature sets the |»ace.

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The Drug Pusher’s Prey 


A STUDY OF THE AVAILABnJTY et dniRl to 
itudenu In Brttiih Cohanbla'i Mcondtry 
nrhooli has shown a distui'bini upward trend over 
the past few years. The -evidence lunette that In 
I hit very vulnerable area the agents of organised 
i-rlme are hard at work creating a demand for their 
lioisonous products, no doubt M the expectation of 
an assured and steadily Increasing income through 
the corruption of youth. 

How far these conscienceless people are suc¬ 
ceeding it is still difficult to measure. But they are 
helped by those qualiUes of the mind typical of 
young people In any generation: curloahy, will- 
Ingneaa to experiment, accepting the scarcely com¬ 
prehended risk. The tragedy Is that the very self- 
assurance of these youngsters Is danger-ous. So 
many are confident they can test and taste, looking 
for new sensations, and then walk away unacathea 
And suddenly they are trapped — hooked, as they 
say. 

A report of the B.C. Narcotic Addiction Foun¬ 
dation (19711 says 64 per cent of students In the 
secondary schools of V’ancouver admit they have 
been offered marijuana, and 37 per rent actually 
have used It. 

In the same group 46 per cent had been of¬ 
fered LSD, which was mote than twiie as many as 
had used it, Methedrine had been offered to 27 per 
rent, barbiturates to 20 per cent, and heroin to 18 
per cent. 

"These figines illustrate that drugs are widely 
available," the report oirsetwes. "Well over half of 
the setxtndary students have laren offered at least 
one dritg and probably the opimrtunlty to use It. 


Under present circumstances, tharefore, prevention 
of drug use byrliolatlng students from drugs does 
not appear to be a feasible course of action." 

Of course laolalluti Is Uttpusalble. But admit¬ 
ting that fact Is not to surrender. There are other- 
methods of stemming this evil tide. 

Control through law enfor-cement agencies Is 
one of them, with necessary powers in the hands of 
the police to overcome the advantages the drug 
seller enjoys. Fenalties under the code should be 
revliod, keeping in mind that the seduction of chil¬ 
dren dsaerves some special deteri-ent. The fact that 
the supplier may be a child himself Is another 
aspect of the problem. Naturally such an offender 
Is In a different category than the university stu¬ 
dent who maintains himself on the proceeds of 
drug sales to his fellow undergraduates. But both 
are engaged In ^despicable brtsineas. 

Alonfi with whatever control formula is fitrally 
devUed must go a broad program of education. 

"ITte present trend . . . towards long-term pro¬ 
grams," says the Nanootic Foundation report, "with 
a free format, allowing discussion of a wide range 
of topics of concern to the students would appear 
to be more realistk: than short, didactic presenta¬ 
tions." 

Discussion, It would be reasonable to suppose, 
would be more effective than the pedantic a|)- 
proach. "Persuasive communication," the ex|ierti 
call H. 

Instruction, however, would not be wasted If It 
were mmmenced in the lowest grades. 

Awareness and appreciation of the danger of 
diug use must surely he a pari of the defence 
against abuse. 


A Charge of Exploitation 


T he VUTORIA LABOR (XIUNCIL, spurred to 
action by Canadian Labor Congress charges 
of exploitation of workers in the Pacific Great 
Eastern construction crews, has decided to ask the 
B.C. Federation of Labor to lake whatever steps 
ai-e appropriate. 

It Is the function of labor organizations, or one 
of them, to protect workers against unfair prai- 
, tices by employers and to Investigate complaints, 
whether about working conditions or anything else. 

But In the case of the construction gangs on 
the PGE, there is no dissatisfaction. Indeed, Ihe- 
men find fault only with the fact that their con 
tract calls for only a 60-hour week on straight pay 
— and overtime beyond that. They took the jobs 
offered with the sole Idea of making as much 
money as possible before they reached the end of 
Heel. 

Much has been made of the fact their pay la 
only 12.27 an hour. For any overtime they get 
$3.41. But It has not been mentioned that they pay 
only $20 for two weeks' board and lodging. And the 
board fare Is typical of that provided Industrial 
workers everywhere else In the province: steaks, 
roasts, fowl in variety and plenty. 

l^e mobile accommodation la comfortable and 
Includes hot showers. 

Certainly the men work in rain, pestei-ed by 
mosquitoes and deer flies In summer, and In bitter 


cold In winter. But nobody can legislate against that 
sort of thing. ‘ 

The Canadian latbor Congress charges that 
the government has exempted the PGE from the 
terms of the Minimum Wage Act, and that may la- 
so. But the minimum wage in B.C. is $1.50; so the 
exemption does not appear to lK> material to the 
tpse. 

And It may be true, ns the Congress claims, 
that the PGE is exempted from the Annual and 
General Holiday Act, the Hours of Work Art and 
the Payment of Wages Act. At the same time it 
admits that, of the 12 unions involved in PGE con¬ 
tracts, only one has comiilalned. 

If It has it (xiuld not have been in anything liul 
the mildest terms, for the public has never ia-cn 
made aware of It. 

Moat of the men about whose working condi 
lions the Congress is protesting are Portugese. An 
EngUsh-epeaking co-worker told Colonist rejMirlei- 
Ian Street a month or so ago that the Immigrants 
work to save so they i-an liuy themselves a liil of 
pioperty for security in their old age either here nr 
in their homeland. They are stolid and stubborn 
and frugal, and they are happy In have the n|ip<ir 
lunity to work and save. 

That’s the key word. They are happy. 

It is a stale of mind hardly consistent with 
exploitation.

Telegraph Rates 
Rise Approved 


OTTAWA (Cl^lf New tele¬ 
graph rates filed by the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific and Canadian 
National Railways have been 
approved and will go into af¬ 
fect Oct. 17, tha Canadian 
trans|K)rt commission an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

The Increase, first since 
1M7, will' bring in an addi¬ 
tional 31.3 miilUm anniially in 
Income, tha commission said. 
This would help offset annual 
losses totalling $6.7 million for 
the telfcnmmunicalions de¬ 
partments of the two compa¬ 
nies. 

The commission said it per¬ 
mitted the new tariffs because 
of the "revemie need of the 
i:om|)snies. which has Iteen 
clearly demonstrated." 

Thf two ct>mi>enles filed the 
pro{)esed rates May 17. plan¬ 
ning to introduce them June 
36. But the commission 
lainched an investigation 
after receiving complaints 
fAim several companies and 
la)M>r unions. 

The companies iiase their 
tariffs on a new three-sone 


system, reduced from the old 
sU-sone method 

Rates in zone one will rise 
to 31.40 from 3130 (to a 15- 
word full rate message. Zone 
one includes inten>rovinclal 
traffic between mekv tele¬ 
gram centres to 450 miles 
apart, telegrams within a sin¬ 
gle province regardless of dis¬ 
tance and telegams between 
points in the povinces of New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and 
Prince iiklward Island. 

(3n8t of »toe two measagea 
sent between provinces with 
major traffic centres frusn 450 
to 1,000 miles apart will in¬ 
crease to 33.15 fr^ 31.66. 

Zone three tariffs, applying 
to messagas between prov¬ 
inces with ma>ir traffic 
centres over 1.000 miles apert 
will Jump to 33 from 33.35. 

Ail prices ere for 15-word 
full rate messages. 

Night letter and money 
order rates will slso increase. 
Surcharges of 35 to 50 cents 
w^ll be added for iiickup and 
delivery by messenger and 
for mailing confirmation 
co|>ies of (Mitgoing telegrams.

prepared statement. 

The first stage, exiweted to 
be completed by the end of 
1873, will increase the capacu- 
ty of Interprovincial’s pipe 
line system by 100,000 barrels 
a day to 1.4 mlllkm. 

The project must be ap¬ 
proved by the national energy 
board before construction can 
start. 

Tha company said the 48- 
Inch pipeline that will be in¬ 


stalled will be the largest 
ever used on the North Amer¬ 
ican oontlnent. 

Some details of the plan had 


bean announced earlier but 
the whole project had been 
subject to approval by the 
board of direct^.

Jt tt called tiia Australian an 
ttgen and la so named be 
cause it was first diacovered 
in 1963 m tiie blood at an 
Australian aborigine. Howev¬ 
er. itiyaidaiia were evi uncer¬ 
tain about whal they had seen 
thivnigh tKe eleoUxMi mituxis- 
cope Uiat tliey did nut reiHcl 
it in medical literature unili 
1865. 

Since then, interest in tlie 
antigen haa siiread aroiuid tiie 
world and has lieen running 
particularly high in B.C'., 
where the incidence of the an¬ 
tigen Jias tieen high anvmg Hie 
■o-called liippie grtHqis.-

IcHBsd Thursday by Attomay- 
tianeral leslta Pstsrsitn, said 
he raached this conclusion 
after carefully., weighing the 
•xidenoe and dieoounting 
uueelkmabla accounte. 

The r«|iort eeld the majon 
ty of police officers Involved 
'’acted in an axemplaiy man- 
ner in ^ite of the Insulte end 
abuee received.” 

But It also said: ’’t must, 
however, find («i the basis of 
creditde witnesses that in 
some instances the police of- 
Hears over-reacted end used 
unnecessary, unwarranted 
and excessive force. 

“Some individual incidents 
are inexplicable any other 
way. The officers responsible 
for Infllctii^ such harm ere in 
my respectful judgment not 
suitable for this type of duty.” 

The Dohm report said it 
was up to Vancouver Kilice 
('luef John Fisfc “take sucli 
•(e(is as he deems necessary” 
in the cats of indivlduai of¬ 
ficers who may have ovei^ 
l eacted to pruvocstion. 

Hut he also noted that many 
polica officers, getting their 
first taste of riot duty, obeyed 
their oonvmenders In the face 
of verbal abuse and later 
physical abuse in the form of 
iiilssiles. The judge added 
that most of the offenders 
were officers w'ho didn’t 
maintain their squad forma¬ 
tion.

OTT AWA (CP) - A top-to- 
iKitbun reform (4 the Canadi¬ 
an penitentiary system will 
klress the rehahtlitalitm of 
prisoners rather than the pro¬ 
tection of society, Sollcilor- 
(ienerel Jean^Pierre Goyer 
announced Thursday 

In a special, 20-ininule 
statement lo the Oiminons, 
Mr. Goyar outlined reform ef- 
furls underway or planned. 

1hey range from removal of 
Identification numbers on 
prison olotJilng to tfie prospect 
of military-style leaves and 
private visits by a fMlsoner's 
wife. 

Mr. Cloyer, 38. wes appomt- 
ed solicitor-general which 
includes responsibility for fed- 
ersl prisons and parole last 
(iee. 22. I^te last spring, he 
had to deal with a rloi at the 
old Kingston Penitentiary. 

GpjtoslUon spokesman 
reacted to Thursday's an- 
iKHincement by saying reform 
was overdue and expreeslng 
the h(^ that action would 
quickly follow. 

The solldfior-gmeral said he 
exiMcts criticism of the re¬ 
forms for lieing too liberal or 
for falling to protect aodety 
against dangeriais criminals.

Plaindotiies police alxadd 
not be used in crowd control, 
and officers in riot gear 
should wear identifying 
numbers on their helmets. 

In addition, Vancouver po¬ 
lice should use a sound mo¬ 
tion picture osmara. operated 
by a policeman In uniform, to 
record such occurrences as a 
form of assistance in "coun¬ 
teracting any ill-founded 
charges of police brutality." 
This might also help police 
officers restrain their tempers 
when under great stress, Uie 
reports said.
